STUDDIFORD advised 
ttet he first met ROBINSON during the discussions just prior to the formation 
of the Technical Research laboratories. STUDDIFORD advised that the Laboratory 
was .primarily formed to make money, and, secondly, to conduct research in a 
project for the GovemmCTit involving the development of a material to be used 
as a cKiting for lenses to avoid fogging and scratching. STCDDIFORD stated 
that the Laboratory was formed in 1942 and that they sold out in August of 
1943 for the reason that they were not as financially successful as they had 
hoped. STUDDIFORD advised that he could not recall to whm the Laboratory 
facilities were sold but believed It was a Long Island concern, ) 

STUDDIFORD ftirther advised that it was his recollection that 
ROBINSON was secretary of the Technical Research laboratories Corporation 
and that ^ was a man who was skilled In patent applications but who was not 
a scirotist and did not take an actual part in the research, ROBINSCW,

he, BROOKS, was employed as a cashier at the First National Bank in 
^lleville, New Jersey, The Reslstoflex Corporation, of which KREBS is 
Vice President, borrewfed money f'rcm the bank, and accordingly BROOKS .was put 
on the Board of Directors and later resigned from the bank and gave his full 
t^e to the Reslstoflex Corporation, However, BROOKS advised that he has 
not been associated with Reslstoflex for over a year. He stated that KREBS 
is a very fine individual for whose loyalty to the United States he would 

vouch. He advised that, In addition to being vice president, 
ffiEBS is also sales manager of the corporation and travels extensively 
throughout the countiy in all areas as the corporation « s representative. (yy 

BROOKS further advised that KREBS is not a scientist but primarily 
a s^esman and would not be capable of writing a chemical or scientific paper. 
KREffi, according to HIOOKS, associates mainly vdth people in Reslstoflex and 
f" contact with at various companies throughout 
the felted States, moOKS said that many of these persons are also known to 
him and that all of them have a high regard for KREBS. (o»y 

^ EROOlfe further advised that, to his knowledge, KREBS has made no 
felted States since first arriving here frcmi Qeimany 
and that he has never considered setting up another laboratoiy. As far as 
characteristics are concerned, BROOKS advised that KREBS has a very definite

advised thet he and his wife felt sorry for FUCHS due to the fact that he was 
alone. Consequently, they included him in their parties on a few occasions, 

HAMMING stated that he was attached to the Theoretical Division at 
Los Alamos in charge of calculating machines and in connection with this work 
did have contact with PUCBS, HAMMING desired to point out that he was not in 
any way particularly friendly with FUCHS and that’ FUCHS was inclined to associate 
more frequently with persons in the top level in the project and also members of , 
the British delegation stationed there, \P) 


HAMMING stated the following individuals were among FUCHS* close 
acquaintances and associates at Los Alamost TONY SKYRME, who is now at the 
Instltqte of Advanced Study, Princeton j NICK MSTBOPOLIS, who is either at 
Princeton or Los Alamos; AIMNY P. FRENCH, who is a British subject and ie / , i 
presently in England, 

HAMMING stated that NAOMI Lr;E.SAI FRENCH, wife of ANTEDNi FRENCH, 
taught at the University of Illinois with HAMMING and he became acquainted with 
FRENCH through his wife. HAMMING advised further that the FRENCHS purchased 
FUCHS' 1939 gray Buiok at Los alamos. They agreed to have the car overhauled ' 
and then take a trip to western United States and to New York before leaving 
for England, HAMMING agreed with the FRENCHS to buy the car when they arrived 
at New York and pay them the price they paid FUCHS plus one-half of the cost (u 
of the overhaul, * 


He stated that he bought the car from the FRENCHS in September, 1946, 
HAB/LiJING stated that the details of the purchase of the car from FUCHS were 
handled practically exclusively by the 'FRENCHS, He stated that ANT3DNY FRENCH, 
is now a professor at Cambridge University, ^ 


Concerning FUCHS, HAMMING advised that he, HA.IMING, arrived at Los 
Alamos about VE Day and left 15 months later. He stated FUCHS never gave him 
any Indication that he was a Communist and did not remember ever discussing 
Communism with FUCHS, He advised, however, that FUCHS had a great deal of 
knowledge concerning the atomic bomb and also was in on a great many discussions 
concerning the proposed hydrogen bomb and he believes that FUCHS has more than 
a smattering of knowledge concerning the h/drogen bo»b, 
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HdMisIING stated that he could not remember any trips taken by FUGffi 
Tjhile he T;ae at I^s Alamos* HAMMIiKl also advised that he had talked the PDCHS 
matter over with' hia wife and also with BEOCECP.AI iiC iilZMN, end his wife had 
nothing father to offer. He stated BSOClTnAI MC MILI 4 N had been at Los alamos 
but clairaed/did not know FUCKS. J 

HAMMING stated he did not know EVELIN KLINE, JEAN PARKER, OR ELI2ABETH 
CaiANT, who were reported to have been friends of FUCHS while at Los Alamos, J 

HAMMING stated that he sold his car about the first week of February, 
1950, to CHARLES PFISTER, a used-car dealer in Plainfield, New Jersey, having 
advised that he never found anything in the car that could be credited as 
having belonged to Doctor FUCHS but also stc.ted that he bad never removed the 
seats of the car. ^ 


CHARLES PFISTEH, upon being contacted, stated that he sold the car 
in question within a day or two after purchasing it from HAiJ^AING to JUNE 
MAC VIGKAR, who ownsthe Mac Vickar Dress Shop at 513A Park Avenue, Plainfield, 
New Jersey. PFISiEH stated that he had no opportunity to thoroughly check the 
oar and hod only gone to the extent of <d.eaning out the inside. He also stated

A 
Be advised.' that a duty of the Resident Inspector ie to fciiv [/ 
tain oa-the-spot Italeoa wilh the Q, H. Coai^iany on eeouri^>^^ 
•eaguros and .oter-all production in connection with the 
Humeroue y. 8 . f. contracts held by the G. S. Company. He 
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advised it was the policy' of the General Electric Gompajjy dear all visits 
of foreign nationals through the International General Eleotrio Coicpany, a sub- 
sidiary conpany, and that the 1,Q*E* made a practice of notifying the Inspector 
of liaval Machinery of the intended visit of foreign nationals to the non-re^ 
etricted areas of the General Eleotrio Company* He advised that in effect, 
approval by the Inspector to visit the plant was not an authorisation, but 
was merely a notification of visit given to him and ip the absence of any ob- 
jeotion on his part, mere aoqulesceaoe to the visit of the foreign mtional.

provide infornatlon ooaoeming the nature of the visit. Upon receipt of this

speotor of Naval Machinery Of the report of visit. Ifr* CAREf advised that 
since the establishment of the Atomic Energy program at Schenectady, the Seourily 
Office of the Atomic Energy Coimission has also received a copy of the Report 
of a Visit of a Foreign National. 


Ifr. GaRET advised t^^ his records showed the following information on 
the two visits of Dr, KlAP^DCHSt On May 39. 1946, Ihe secretary to Dr. K, 
S, KDIGDON, Head of the jl^leonios Section of the Research Laboratory, tele- 
phonioally contacted Mr. GAREf'S office to advise that a Professor BE3HE of 
Cornell University was visiting the Research Laboratory for several weeks 
during June, 1946, and that a Mr. kPfDCHS . a British citUen connected with 
the Manhattan District Project at Los'Alamos, N. M. p^Ianned to corns to Schen^ 
eotady for a conference with Prof essor' BElJHE at Building 5 in the He search 
Laboratory. Mr, KDJGDON»a secretary requested the usual clearance for the 
visit of PWJH3 to the Research Laboratory for a conference only with Professor 
BETHE. Ifr. GAREf advised that his records showed that the subject visited 
Professor BEIHE at Building 5 in Dr. K. H, KINGDON'S office in the Research 
Laboratory on the -afternoon of June 25 and that this contact consisted of a 
personal visit with Professor BETHE. 

Mr. GARE3T further advised that his records showed that on November IS, 
1947, the subject as a member of the British Atomic Energy Research Establish- 
ment, visited Dr. H, C. POLLOCK of the Research Laboratory in Building 6 for 
a two day period. The report of visit showed that the 70 MEV Synchrotron was 
discussed and that nothing else was under discussion while the visitor was in 
that particular seotion of the Research Laboratory.- 


Ifr, CARET advised from information in his file, it was apparent that 
Dr. J5LAUS FWJHS had originally intended to visit the G, E, Company together 
with Dr. H. W. B. SKINNER also of the British Atomic Energy Establishment, 
but that apparently SKINNIR was delayed and FUCHS oaine on as planned originally. 
CARET advised that on November 26, 1947, Dr. H, IT. B, SKINNER end Mr. L. 6. 
RAUE of the British Commonwealth Scientific Office in Washington, D. C, 
visited the G. E. Research Laboratory to view and discuss the 70*MEV Synchro- 
tron and the U. S. Amy Air COrpa syiwhrotron and other standard equipamnt in 
the X-Ray Section such as X-Ray dlfraotion equipment, nmss spectrometer and 
the 100 MEV Betatron, 


Mr. GaRET advised that normally upon the visit of a foreign national, 
they would have some record Of hotel reservations for the Visitor, espeoially 
in view of a two day visit, but stated that in the ease of both FUCHS and tha 
latter visit of SKINNER hod RALFE/ there wad no information available in his 
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files as to reservations having been made at a local hotel for these visitors* 
He stated that, in his opinion, very probably Dr, H. C. POLLOCK of the Re- 
search laboratory handled this matter* 


Mr* GiBIAYE V. EDLtJKD, Security Chief of the Solienactady area office 
of the Atcaaic Energy Comnission, stationed at the Knolls Atomic Power Labora- 
tory, Hiskayuna, advised that a search of his records reflected the ti/o above 
mentioned visits of Dr. KIAUS PBCHS in the fom of Report On Foreign Visitors 
memorandum received from Mr. PATPvICK J* GAREV of the International General 
Electric.

The details of this device were revealed to the American Physical 
Society lay Dr, HERBERT C, PCL^CK, who reported for a slxoman GE research 
team consisting of Drs, R. V, hilJGIRJIR, F, R, EIDER. J. P. BIE HBTT . A. II, 
GGRETTITSCH and R, L, HATTERS and POLLOCK. 

Continuing#' the article stated a Russian physicist, V, VEISLE®, and 
E, II, liaciHLIAlI of the University of OaXlfomia, independently proposed the 
apparatus Imoim as the synchrotron, tfhich applies certain principles of the 
cyclotrtm to electrons, it was found that the successful use of such eqxdp- 
ment depends upon the possibility of bringing electrons to levels of several 
million volts before they are subjected to the cyclotron type of aooeleration, 

General Electric scientists have devised means by which this Initial 
energy may be imparted by the same principle as in tiw betatron,- This is. 
another type of atom smasher, of which several have aXra dy been built in 
the G, E, Research Laboratory, The new Schenectady synchrotron, which thus 
uses first the principle of the betatron, and then the principle of the cyclo- 
tron, will probably be the first in operation in the United Sta-fces, 

Ur. HEPJplT C, POLLOCK in charge of the Synohrotrcn Project in the 
X-ray Section of the Research Laboratory advised SA J. ilGZARD CARIBOU and -the 
.vn-iter that he had recalled the visit of the subject at the time of the nev^a 
paper publicity follor^lng his arrest in England. He stated, hwever, that h| 
had no vivid recolleotion of FUCSS and he made no great impression upon >iiTn 
and that he recalled him as only one of many foreiga scientists who came to

Upon searching through various items of correspondence, to was able 
to produce all available information covering the occasion of the visit of 
Dr, PIKIHS to the G, E* Researoh Laboratory, This correspondence is self-ex- 
planatory and is set out below* .

Dr, EHRLICH also stated that he had a faint recollection that while 
in the X-ray Section of the Research Uboratory, that FtJCHS stopped to renew 
or to exchange greetings with two so lent ists whom he had known at Los Alamos, 
na^ly Dr, GERHhRDT FRIEJUANDER and Dr. MORRIS L. PSRLMhH, both of whom were 
Ssslgnpd to the Radiation Chemistry Division of the X-ray Section. EHRLICH 
advised -axat shortly after this, he departed for his office at the Peek Street 
Instal|,iatlon and did not see FUCHS until he attended the lecture ttie next 
aftefijoon at the lecture room.

The records of 
Dr . EHRLICH reflect that FDCHS had a short visit with Drs . 6FREARDT FRIEDIAHDSt 
and MORRIS L. F£RLUhN, Radio Chemists assigned to the X-ray Section of ‘^e 
Research Leboratory, who had also worked on the project at Los Alamos idxile 
RUCHS was there. To the best of his knowledge, this visit with FRZEDIANDSl and 
FERLlfiVN was a short casual visit.

The writar states that he had great Joy today. First, 
he received a package fivan the addressee and then KARIN spent 2 
hours with him since she was at a conference of a religious nature 
in the nei^borhood. He states they thought of JUERQEN aid the 
addressee and had a very comforting visit. He states he has a few 
pictures of ELTSABETH in his room. The writer states further 
"Tester ^ we had another meeting of the religious socialists. 
ICALIERADIM a Catholic and CDU (translator's note: CHRISTIAN 
GERMANS Union ?) spoke about Christianity and KARL MARX and portrayed 
for us KARL MARX in his entire greatness as I have never before so 
strongly experienced it. He showed how in this man about 1848 the 
entire fate of society from that time until today stands before us 


and he even showed the problem that must overcome* I told K4KEN 
about this and she told me that a few young Catholic priesus in 
her vicinity are friendly with IffERES and represent the same 
things, am that the Caxholic students are enthusiasoic over it. 

We are witnessing in a part of Catholicism an awakening to a 
revolutionary Christianity that is entirely astounding.

Nevertheless, he would like to know how KLAUS is getting 
along since he still worries a litUe, He asks ifcether the addressee 
has heard anything from KLAUS and idiether ihe addressee has written 
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to KLAUS. Ho says, **Possibly it will be rather Inportaat to him 
now to stay In constant contact with you." He states that father 
scmetiass adviaes that he heard very little trm the addressee and 
KLAUS and the writer has a difficult time convincing hie father 
lhat It ie not because they do not write. He asks the addressee to 
wcite more often about the developments of the grandchild and such 
things as that. He states that he is worried about the way lAHTN 
is developing and he has the IzBpres^cn that a eonnon basis, which 
is essential if they are to try a life together again at a later 
date, is no longer there* He states that his conception of the 
situation has been conflimed through a short ccnmninlcatloa whldh 
acquaintances have received that KARIN became engaged again toward 
the end of June and will reoarry in the fall. He states that it is 
a different matter however in so fsr as their son is concerned. He 
says he will always express himself to the effect that he is not 
in agreement with the rearing the child is receiving and that he 
simply will not give the boy up.

He states that father is in Austria at the present time and wants to 
go to Berlin, He says he is working wlto the local delegate of the 
American Etiends Society (Quaker), a Jfr.^^cMASTSRS, in an effort to 
bring his father to Switzerland for four weeks. Dp until now he has 
been unsuccessful since the Gestapo took his father* s passport in 
1933 and never granted him another one. In the event the addressee 
has an opportunity to mite he gives his Ikther* s address as "Gortipchl 
bei Hontalbn, Post St. Gallenkirch, Austria." The writer states that 
he cannot write directly to hia father but has to watt for opportunities 
for -there ia no direct mail connection. He states ftirther that as 
soon as -the opportunity presents itself he will Inform his father of 
everything that the addressee has -written. He sta-tes hie father is 
well and it appears quite clear that he will work In the reconstruction 
(of Germany ?), fie speaks of his difficulties with KARIN and asks -toe 
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addreasM to arite hea* if possible end gives her address as Mrs. 
KA£THE)^G9S> Hlttet^t Stenmen (bei Haimover)f Uber Barsin^susen/ 
Deister^hich should be In the British Zone* He states "In regard 
to KLAUS I have put things together correctly. IDien you erote 
from Hee Ifexlco I eas quite sure that het eas connected idth this 
hubbub. Also I attributed his complete silence to -this. Send 
my best regards and my hearty congratulatiOTs. I hope he is paying 
attention so that he mont go in ^e air.* He states that he has 
a furnished room so large that the visitors must sit on the mardrbbe 
but that it is ejqaensive to live outside the sanitarium. He states 
that his support fr<mi Urs. RAOAZ* Committee remains the same. He 
states that he has requested permission to nork a half day and that 
things mill be better. However^ he has enough to get along.

JJot ell the appeals to ateteenea, not all the appeals 
through the cleigy, not ell the appeals to ell peoples can stop uhat is 
nou Inevitable. Only one dia hope liovors in the clouded night ©hlch Is 
the futurei this is the oonent of decision, not byateriaj the nwacni 
of purpose, not vacUlaUonj the Bommt of truth, not Ueej the moment 
Of sacrifice, not avarieel The few nen of rarely endowed intellect 
(which Is so aeddentally bestowed, and icust therefore carry heavy * 
respoaslbiUty) who were, in thcdr respective and incidental countries, 
the accidental attoidanta to the birth of this knoidedge, Ita development, 
and that of the various bombs, must be prepared to pay the price which 
knowlcdse often exacts. If these men are at peace with their beliefs, it 
would be far better that their tlae be now, for this purpose, than in 
the futile holocaust which win foUow if the now loooins future nine Its 
appointed course. 

The one enUty which nations can neither boy nor build, coroend, nor 
usurp.
